Tho’ thefe inflamed Facobites of the Bottle, valiant Pro- 
pounders of miftic Healths, and Drinkers of Party-Bum- 
pers in withefs dowb/e Entendres! were punifhed according 
to the Laws of the /earned Body they had difgraced, by be- 
ing cafhiered,. expelled, and chafed away with the ufual 
Marks of Ignominy attendant on Mifrule, Difobedience, 
and Contumacy ; yet it can’t be déenied, that they well de- 
ferved the further Punifhment they met with from the Laws | 
of their Country: Tho’ I could have wifhed it had been 
fpared, and that the Hand they had felt before had been 
thought to have fallen heavy enough upon thefe young 
Defperadoes, who it feems make a Merit of having fuf- 
fered in a double Capacity for one and the fame Crime. 

Every Faccbite of Senfe and Reafon muft condemn them 
for their inconfiderate Rafhnefs, 2s it was in no wile con- 
ducive to their miftaken Caufe.

Candour, calumniated and traduced as a fevere Proficutor, 
for obeying the DireCions of his Swperiors, in doing a legal 
A&, under the Authotity of his Office, 

This Office, it muft be owned, becomes invidious in Pro- 
portion to the fevere Difpofition of thole who happen to be 
in Power. But why fhould the Severity be imputed to the 
Officer, who aéts involuntary by exprefs Order and Di- 
re€tion. The violent Proceedings fet on Foot againft the 
Duke of Markborough, in Queen .4rne's Time, were fo far 
froin being advifed Ly her Attorney General, that he obey'd 
his Superiors, and did the difagreeable Duty of his Office 
with very great Reluétance. 

It is not unknown, that a Gentleman, who has fince as 
worthily filled that high Office, has been obliged to con- 
form to Orders, and carry on fome Profecutions acainft his 
Inclination, and perhaps his Opinion too. If he has had 
the Ingenuity to declare as much to his Superiors, and ad- 
vifed them for the Honour of his King and his Country to 
forbear What they could not maintain by Law; and if he 
was indecently told, That bis Bu/ine/i avns not to give but to 
receive Divedions ; whe is there fo very weak and undifcern- 
ing, that can impute the Violence of fuch Profecutions to 
him; more efpecially, if, for want of taking his good 
Advice, Difgrace and inevitable Diflonour thould enfve 
from a flurabling Block, which they had been apprized 
was too unwieldy to be rentoved ?

Appendicule of Niedicine ; as Nurfes, and Perfons languith- 
ing under bodily Infirmities, are no more to be the Obj. és

"Tis faid his Majetty intends to refide Part of the Summer 
at Windfor. 

The Grand Fireworks in the Green Park are to be play'd 
off on Friday the 7th of April next, and not before. 

We hear that there is a Scheme on Foot, for building a 
Brigde acrofs the River Thames, from Brentford to Kew. 

A Brief has paffed the Great Seal for the fufferers by Fire 
at Sutton Colefeld in the County of Warwick, and Bin- 
brook in the County of Lincoln. 

Thurfday Eleven Men out of exch Company of the Se- 
cond Battalion of the Second Regiment of Foot Guards 
were difcharged. 

On Saturday and Monday a great Number of Englifh, 
men, difcharged the Dutch Service arrived in Town from 
Harwich, and waited on the Secretary at War with a Peti

Tuefday Thomas Haydon and Mary Anthony were com- 
mitted to Newgate by Nathaniel Dukinfield, Efg; being 
charged on the Oath of John Wilkinfon Anthony, for Pick- 
ing him up in the Street and carrying him to a Houfe of ill 
Fame, where the faid Haydon and Anthony robbed him 
of 28 Guineas in Gold, a Silver Watch, a Pair of Silver 
Shoe Buckles, a Pair Ditto Knee Buckles, a Pair of Silver 
Sleeve Buttons, and Divers other Things. After the faid 
Mary Anthony was in Cuftody (upon being fearched) the 
Shoe Buckles were found upon her. 

Saturday laft one John Gregory was committed to Clerk- 
enwel! Bridewell, by Nathaniel Duckinfield, Efq; on the 
Oath of ‘Thomas M’ Bride, for tteaiing from him a filk Purfe, 
containing fix Guineas in Gold, and 5s. and likewiie a 
Note of Hand of one Mr.Webiter, payable to the faid Mr. 
M‘Bride, or Order, for the fum of 51. 5s. Part of the 
Money was found upon him, which he confeffed ; he alfo 
acknowledged to have had the Note in his Pofleffion, but 
that he burnt the fame. 

Laft Friday Night about ten o’Clock, a Gentleman 
came to Battle Bridge, and called a Skuller to carry him 
on board a Ship at Hanover Hole, but finding no Water- 
man, three Fellows plied him to carry him thither for two 
fhillings, to which the Gentleman agreed ; but inftead of 
rowing him to the fhip he wanted, they carried him to 
Limehoufe Hole, when the Gentleman found they had 
gone further than he intended, and perceiving by their 
Difcourfe they had fome Defign againft him, he gently 
faid, My Lads, you have brought me too far; whereupon 
one of them ftruck him with a ftretcher on the Head ; 
when another, that did not row, in the ftern, pulled him 
backwards. After which they agreed to tie him faft to the 
Boat, which they accordingly performed, and then robbed 
him of a Silver Pint Mug, his Watch, a Guinea and a half 
in Money, and two Cate Bottles of Brandy ; after rowing 
the Boat to fhore, they made off, leaving the unhappy 
Gentleman to the Mercy of the Tide ; but a Chatham Hoy 
providentially coming ap,. on his calling out for Affiftance, 
releafed him. The Villains were all taken on Thurfday 
Morning, and by Juftice Bevois committed to the New 
Jail Southwark. 

We hear that near Twenty Houfe-breakers, Street- 
Robbers, &c. have been taken up fince his Majefty’s late 
Proclamation was publifhed, offering One Hundred Pound 
Extaordinary for apprending Street Robbers Foot-Pads, 
&c. And it isnot doubted but many more will be brought 
to that Punifhment they fo jultly deferve ; as we now fcarce 
hear of a Robbery, that is not attended with an Act of 
Cruelty 

On Saturday Evening, about Seven o’Clock, as Mr. 
John Cormel was coming from the King’s Head at Ifling- 
too, he was attacked and robbed, near the Hay-Ricks in 
the firft Ficld, by two Footpads, of three Shillings and Six- 
pence ; who after threatning him hard, that a Man of his 
Appearance fhould have no Gold, left him to make the 
beit of his Way. 

On Saturday laft, in the Afternoon, a Gentleman was 
robbed by two Men, of a Silk Handkerchief, which con- 
t.ined fome Silver Toys he had juft purchas’d, as he was 
guing from a Boat which had jutt carried him from Tron 
Gate to the oppofite Stairs: One of the Rogues at the fame 
Time, plucked his Watch from his Pocket, and they got 
clear oft, tho’ purfued by feveral Perfons. 

We hear that in Contequence of the laudable Refolution 
of the Inhabitants of St. Paul's Covent Garden, of protect- 
ing their Conftables and Watchmen in the Execution of 
their Office, a Caufe was tried before the Right Hon. Sir 
John Willes, Chief Juftice of the Commen Plees at Weit- 
mniter, againft two Gentlemen, for affaulting, beating, 
and ftabbing a late Conftable of that Parith, whilft upon 
Duty ; when the Offence appeared of fo flagrant a Nature, 
that the Juay brought in a Verdict againft one of them for 
6001. Damages. This Exemplary Inftance may proba- 
bly deter Perfons from commiting nightly diforders for the 
future. 

On Tuefday Evening a Sharper obferving fome Children 
at Play in V ine-Office Court in Fleet-ttreet, fingled out one 
who was well dreft, and under Pretence of giving him 
fome l’idgeons, inviegled him into the Temple, where he 
ft:ipped him of his Coat, and made off. 

Wo Wednefday Night laft as Mr. Joynes, Son of Mr. 





Joynes, belonging to’ his Majefty’s Board of Works, in 


coming frony Kenfington thro’ Hide-Pask, was attacked 
near the Bridge by fome Footpads, who robbed him of his 
Money and Sleeve Buttons, and were then going to ttrip 
him; by he being nimble of Foot ftarted from them, 
and got off without further Damage. 

Extrad of a Letter from Avignon, Fan. 31. 

*« The young Pretender has fix’d his Refidence here ; he 
diverts himfelt daily with Concerto’s and Balls. The Poft 
Mafter of Montpellier was lately executed for opening the 
Letters which came by the Pofi.” 

They write from Friburgh, that the Magiftrates of that 
Canton are greatly diffatished at hearing that the young

By a Letter from Utrecht, dated the zoth, which is two 
Days later than tue Prints, there is an Account, that the 
Waters of the Lecl: are again rifen to an alarming Height, 
and that the Inhabitant and under che utmoft Apprehen- 
fions of another Inundation. 

We hear from Berlin, that the King of Praffia having 
been acquainted with the fevere Punithments which the 
Duke of Mecklenburgh has threatned to inflict on fuch of 
his Subjects as fhall not rcturu to their own Country, by 
a certain Time limited for that Purpofe, his Majetty has 
thought proper to give Orders to all his Commanding 
Officers, to difcharge fuch Soldiers in their refpective Re- 
giments forthwith, as they fhéuld find were Natives of 
Mecklenburgh, in order that no one fhould incur the Pe- 
nalty to which they would be expoied, in ‘cafe of their 
Coutinuance in his Service. 

By Private Letters from Peterfburgh we are informed, 
that the States of Courlind are determined to give no dif- 
taite, on any Pretence whatfoever, to the Ruffian Court, 
in their Proceeding with regard to the enfuing Election, 

The four Candidates, we hear, are the Count de Saxe 
and Prince Lewis of Brunfwick Wolfenbuttcl, (who are 
old Claimants) the Margave of Brandenburgh and the Soa 
of the late Duke Biron, who are new ones.

SCOTLAND. 


Edinburgh, Feb.9. Laft Tuefday after the Lords had 
received the return of the Jury which fat on Bryan Symour, 
unanimoufly finding him guilty, and were going to pro- 
nounce fentence, the Court was ftopt for want of a Demp- 
fter, (the Hangman) who ufually officiates in that Offices, 
being fo mach indifpofed, as he could not be brought from 
his Houfe, though a Chair was fent for him, The Lords 
adjourned the Court “tll Yefterday at one o’Clock, when a 
Dempfter being found, fentence of Death was pronounced 
on him to be hanged in the Grafs-Market, on Wednefday, 
the 29th of March next. He appeared extremely affected, 
aad pled hard for Time to repent of his manifold Sins. 

They write from Aberdeen, that on Srturday laff, a 
Footdee Boat with fix Men was drove in from Sea, at the 
Cave, and beat to Pieces on the Rocks; four of the Hands 
perifhed, and the other two faved themfelves, by fwim- 
ming on Pieces of the Boat, ‘The fame Day a Boat with 
fix Men, who had gone a fifhing from Muchells, near 
Stonehaven, was overiet, and the Crew perithed.

RUSSIA. 
Peterburg, Fau.19. Some Time befo:e Count Fine 
kenftein, his l’ruflian Majefty’s Envoy cxtraordinary, de- 
rted fiom hence for Berlin, the Count de Beitucheff, our 
Grand Chancellor, delivered to the faid Envoy a Memo- 
rial, in regard to an Affair that peculiarly related to the 
two Sieurs Reutern aud Kerfele, both Natives of Livonia, 
and Lieutenants of his Proflizn Majetty’s Forces.

clofely confined in the Citadel of Spondaw, Upon her Im- 
peri-] Majetty’s Meditation, in their Behalf, for their Dif 
charge, his Pruffian Majetty replied, in Anfwer to het 
Requeit, that he would readily comply therewith, in cal 
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the Emprefs would furrender the Baron de Stackelberg, 


who was under Confinement by her Orders. ‘This Matter 
in debate has not, as yet, been fettled and adjufted between 
the contending Parties; becaufe the former infifts, that the 
two Cafes are widely diftant; -fince the Sicures de Rutern 
and Rurlele are no Subjeéts of the King of Pruffia but the 
Baran de Stuckelberg is a Subject of hers; and moreover, 
that the Baron was a Criminal, and was punifhable, accord- 
ing to the Roffian Laws, with Death, by virtae of his in- 
lifting any Native of Livonia in the Service of a foreign 
Power. tis very much to be hoped, however, that this 
unhappy Circumftance will be foon compromifed, and 
that it will not create, in Reality, any great Breach or 
Mifunderftanding between thofe Powers. 

From the 10 to the 13th of this Inftant, the Cold has 
been fo intenfe, that the Tike was never known in the Me- 
mory of the oldeft Native of this Place. Above a hundred 
Perfons have been found frozen to Death in our Publick
